June presentation 

In 152 BC,a 
loose coalition 
consisting of 
Egypt, Rome, 

Pergamon, Cap¬ 
padocia and 
Judaea pro¬ 
claimed a young 
man named 
Balas - claimed 
to be a previ¬ 
ously unknown 
son of Antiochos 
IV - legitimate heir to the throne of the Seleukid 
Kingdom. 

Given a daughter and an Egyptian army by Ptol¬ 
emy VI, Balas took the dynastic name of Alexan¬ 
der I and the hand of Cleopatra Theos as his wife 
to seal the deal, as he would sweep Demetrios I 
Soter from the throne in a catastrophic war. This 
marriage would be the basis for four generations of 
strife, as the kingdom was swept into civil war and 
chaos, by the consequent actions of Queen Cleopa¬ 
tra Thea. She would be the wife of three Seleukid 
kings, and the mother of four others and the grand¬ 
mother to six and the great grandmother of three 
more, as these heirs fought for dominance and 
the throne of an ever shrinking kingdom until the 
Romans finally executed the last two of these kings 
and brought the Kingdom, founded by Seleukos I in 
311 BC, to an end in 63 BC with the death of Philip 
II Philoromios at the hands of Anthony’s general 
Lucullus. - John

Christopher R. McDowell, who has just been named 
editor of the prestigious Colonial Coin Collectors 
Club (C4) newsletter, was our May speaker. 

Colonial coins are mysterious things to collect, he 
said. “When you get into Colonial coins there are 
no records for the most part.” Information has to be 
teased out from other sources, such as biographies and 
genealogies. 

He relied on primary sources to tell the story of 
Connecticut mintmaser Abel Buell in his 2015 book 
Abel Buell and the History of the Connecticut and 
Fugio Coinages. 

Convicted of raising notes as a young man, Buell 
was punished by having his right ear cut off (It was 
sewn back on) and branded on his forehead. 

Treasure Hunt items needed soon 

Dave Heinrich of Cincinnati has come up with a 
new style treasure hunt that we’re going to try here. 

Kids are given a binder with pages for 2x2s. They 
get coins to fill the spaces by answering questions at 
various stops on the bourse floor.
